4. Public Law 85- 468 - General Governmental Matters Act of 
1959 , Title II, Section 202 . 

As a result of the provisions of Public Law 85-468, which 
prohibits non-citizens being paid from appropriated funds, the language 
program of the State Department's Foreign Service Institute will be hard 
hit. They have asked, because of our exception to the law, that we 
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assist them by hiring the employees and allowing State to continue 
their use. 


Mr. John Warner and Mr. Sheffield Edwards were contacted 
on this matter. Mr. Warner stated that we do have an exemption 
under Public Law 110, but a policy to assist State as they have 
suggested could be undesirable from a legal standpoint, and that 
the State Department should be able 

to continue present practice. The latter, of course, is not to be 
quoted.

6. Project USEFUL 

C/PPS participated in Project USEFUL on 5 November from 
0900 to 1000. This group evidenced great interest in the Office of 
Training activities, especially in the JOT Program. Questions on 
selection of JOT's, their military training, obligations, methods, 
and diversity of assignment, etc. showed an interest and alertness 
which is not normally expected on the morning following election 
day. Questions on other matters were directed principally to CIA 
stations abroad working with the military in peacetime as well as 
wartime, and the participation of CIA civilians and reserve officers 
in intermediate, advanced, and specialized military schools. It 
appeared that this group took the opening day remarks of the Director 
of Training and the DDGI at their face value .
